PRO-RUSSIAN KOREANS 
LEAVE ON YANKEE SHIP. 
Seoul, March 1{8.—The United States 
cruiser Cincinnati took to Che Foo the 
Korean genéral, Yi-Hak-Kuman, and 


Chamberlain Hak-sang, both advocates of 
the declaration of the neutrality of Ko- 


rea submitted to the powers in January, 
the effect of which would have been fa- 
vorable to Russia. 

When the Japanese were victorious at 
Chamulpo the advocates of neutrality 
became alarmed and many of: them 
came to the American legation and 
sought an asylum. Minister Allen de- 
clined to receive them and urged them to 
remain at their homes, stating that noth- 
ing would happen to them if they fol- 


Towed his advice. None of them had been 


molested. 

Hak-Sang, who went between the em- 
peror and the legations and was a fre- 
the American legation, 
took refuge in the palace of flowers. 
which belongs to the emperor, but is 
kept by a German woman and flies the 
German flag. Marquis Ito is now accom- 
modated there. Hak-Sang_ thereby in- 
creased the suspicions of the pro-Rus- 
sians and in view of the Japanese suc- 
cess he decided to flee from the country. 
He asked Minister Allen to allow him to 
go to Che Foo on the Cincinnati. Mr. 
Allen declined to do so unless Japanese 
Minister Hayashi had no objections.

JAPANESE BATTLE SHIP 
PUT OUT OF BUSINESS. 
Port Arthur, Thursday, March 17.—Ac- 
cording to information received from Rus- 
aiana at Shanghai during the fighting at 
Port Arthur, February 10 and I!, the 
battle ship Mikasa was struck by ten 
projectiles and seriously damaged. Two 
Japanese battle ships and two cruisers 
have been docked for repairs at Nagasaki 
and Sasebo, and 2,000 wounded men are 
said to be in the Japanese hospitals. All 
the Russian wounded and sick at Port 
Arthur are making good progress toward 
recovery. 


RUSSIANS PLACE TORPEDOES 
TO DEFEND PORT ARTHUR. 
Washington, March 1!8.—The _ Russian 
ambassador, Count Cassini, has furnished 
the state department the following 


notice: 

“By order of my government I have 
the honor to advise your excellency that 
in consequence of the laying of torpe- 
does in the waters of the Kwan-Tung, 
all vessels which desire to approach the 
coast or enter Port Arthur shall observe 
the following rules: 

“After heading for the entrance of the 
port on a strictly northern course, all 
vessels shall stop at a distance of at 
least 5 miles, hoist their national flag 
and call by signal for a pilot who will 
be sent to them to steer them on their 
designed berth.’’ 


CZAR, LOOKING VERY PALE, 
CHEERS HIS SHIPBUILDERS. 

o*. Petersburg, March 18.—5:30 p. m.— 
Tne emperor visited the new admiralty 
dock yard today. He was looking pale, 
but was cheerful and smilingly greeted 
the 12,000 dock workers who turned out 
to welcome him. The emperor, who was 
accompanied by his brother in law, Duke 
Peter, of Oldenburg, walked through a 
Slip in,which the transport Volga is being 
built and went aboard the transport 
Kamtchatka, which was moored along 
side the slip. The Grand Duke Alexis, 
the high admiraljy followed, stepping 
heavily. Then came Admirals Avelan, 
Rogestvenski and Molias.

RUSSIAN ARMORED BOATS 
TO RUN ON YALU RIVER 

Hong Kong, March 18.—The work of 
undecking the Russian gun boat Siv- 
oOutsch has begun, so as to enable her 
to enter the bhiao river at the earliest 
possible moment. Three smal] bats 
from Port Arthur have been disentrained 
at the railway station. The above facts 
together with the Russian demands for 
a market here for lumber and gerfain 
bags is taken to indicate the proposed 
intention to fortify the Yalu river from 
the railroad station to the forts and the 
coast line to Yin Kow. 

The official denials of: the reports pre- 
valling in Japan that Vice Admiral 
Makaroff fears the loss of his ficet {f 
he remains at Port Arthur, and, there- 
fore, contemplates an effort to escape, 
went to Tokio today. Competent au- 
thorities much doubt the probability of 
the Japanese reducing Port Arthur un- 
der two years. 

NAVAL EXPERTS THINK 
TOGO STRAINED THE TRUTH 

St. Petersburg, March 18, 2 P. M.—The 
war experts here are questioning the 
truth of .the Japanese official reports 
asking, for instance, how the torpedo 
boats of Vice Admiral] Togo, the com- 
mander in chief of the standing squad- 
ron, could lay mines weighing 400 pounds 
in the heavy sea which Admiral] Togo 
admits was running, even if the boats 
had room for them aboard; how fire 
could break out on the Russian torpe- 
do boats, which carry nothing inflam- 
mable, and how a Japanese torpedo 
boat preserves its usual fighting capacity 
if a steam pipe on board burst, and the 
Russian boats got away. 


$40,000 Blaze in Louisiane. 

Lake Charles, La., March 18.—The town 
of Deridder, 40 miles north of here, 
on the -Kansas City Southern railroad, 
suffered a heavy fire loss today, Two 
large stores and several smaller ones 
and five residences were consumed. An 
entire block of business buildings was 
burned and the water supply failing the 
flames were stopped by a liberal use of 
dynamite. The losses aggregate $40,000, 
with insurance .of probably half the 
amount. 


HOW SOLDIERS 
CROSS BAIKAL 


Newspaper Man Writes - of 
the Passage of the Frozen 
Lake, 


St. Petersburg, March 1!8.—A_ corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, on 
crossing Lake Baikal, writes: 

“The stories of soldiers frozen to death 
while crossing the lake provoke mirth. 
Personally, I am convinced that the men 
are not suffering from the cold. Huts at 
intervals of a few versts provide warmth 
and refreshment and the weaker men 
are driven across in sleighs wel] wrap- 
ped in furs. Others march the distance, 
40 versts (about 26 miles), comfortably 
in a day, and are glad of the opportuni- 
ty to streach their limbs after the 
railroad journey. The huts are pro- 
vided with bells, which are rung dur- 
ing snow storms, lanterns hung 
on telegraph poles show the way at 
night, the ice railroad conveying the 
baggage which are drawn  0by 
horses.

DID NOT SHELL 
MERCHANTMEN 


Admiral Tells of Cruise of the 
Russian Viadtvestok 
Squadron, 


St. Petersburg, March !8, 12:15 P. M.— 
Admiral Stackelburg, who, on account of 
illness, turned over the command of the 


Vladivostok squadron to Captain Reitz- 
enstein, has arrived in St. Petersburg. 
He gives an entirely different version 
of some of the reports emanating from 
Japanese sources regarding the events 
before he left. 

The cruise of his squadron February 
9 to February !5 in Japanese waters 
was made by order of Admiral Stark, 
for its effect upon the population of 
northern Japan. 

Admiral Stackelburg denies that he 
fired upon Japanese merchantmen in 
Sungari straits. He says the ships were 
captured and that while attempting to 
convoy them to port a terrific blizzard 
sprang up, and, not wishing to endanger 
the Russian cruisers after taking off 
the crews and passengers from the 
merchantmen, one of the latter, loaded 
with contraband rice, was sunk. The 
other, which was a worthless tramp 
steamer, was released to carry to the 
Japanese the story of the presence of 
the Russian warships in those waters 
for moral effect. ‘There never was any 
bombardment of Hakodate, which is 
heavily fortified. 

The admiral adds that. he can not un- 
derstand how such a stupid story was 
credited. He expressed the opinion 
that the war will be of long duration 
judging from the extensive Japanese 
preparations, which were thoroughly un- 
derstood at Viadivostok, where war was 
expected even earlier than it cama 


WHITE NATIONS

Russia Hopes To Combine 
All the West Against 
Asia, 


St. Petersburg, March 18, 2 Pp. M.—The 
Gazette expresses the hope that the 
Anglo-French understanding will result 
in a more friendly attitude of Great 
Britain toward Russia. <A diplomat rep- 
resenting a small Puropean power ex- 
presses the hope that China will join 
Japan, on the theory that al) the white 
powers, includfmg the United States, 
will then be compelled to form a coali- 


tion and stop the war which would 
ruin the trade of the whole world with 
China.

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Wild Scenes in the Cotton Exchange When the 
Suspension of the Bull Leader Was An- 
nounced--Estimate of Losses. | 


New Orleans, March ° 18. The an- 
nouncement of the failure of Sully, the 
“Cotton King’’ of New York, created 
the greatest panic ever seen on the floor 
of the New Orleans cotton exchange. 
Prices melted away until they were $9 
and $10 lower than yesterday's 
close and every moment the fear 
that local go the wall. 
When the panic was over and the com- 
mércial integrity of the local cotton trade

scores of small operators were wiped 
Out and heavy longs had lost fortunes. 

Soon after |! o'clock private telegrams 
from New York said, “Sully suspend- 
ed,” and for the next three-quarters of 
an hour an immense crowd of people 
at the windows and doors of the cotton 
exchange saw of the most solid 
and infiuential business men of the cdty 
engage in a rough and tumble fight in 
their efforts to get nearer the ring and 
dump their cotton on an overloaded mar- 
ket. Prices tumbled downward !10 and 
20 points at a time and still the selling 
continued. Some of the brokers had their 
coats almost torn from their backs; nats 
were smashed; shirts were ripped and 
the chairs and stools about the ring be- 
came useless articles of furniture. So 
great was the roar from the ring that 
{it could be heard for blocks above the 
nolse of traffic around the busy corner 
of Gravier and Carondelet streets, 

In a Theatrical Manner. 

The announcement of the fallure of 
Sully was done in an extremely theatrical] 
manner. Frank B. Hayne, one of the 
best known bull operators in the cotton 
world, was bidding for a block of 5,000 
bales of July at 14.50. A scurrying mes- 
senger boy hurriedly thrust a telegram 
into the hands of C. P. Ellis, another 
well known broker. Mr. Ellis’ face went 
white and he yelled at the top of his 
voice across the ring: ‘‘For God's sake, 
Hayne, stop bidding; Surry has failed.”’ 

In an instant the ring was in a wild 
uproar-- ‘From about 1:10 until 1:30 
o'clock it was hard to recognize the cot- 
a commercial center.

who plunged over one another to get 
nearer the small pit that is the center 
of it. While the yells were confusing even 
the uninitiated standing in the street 
could easily see that the brokers were 
possessed of but one idea and that was 
to sel] cotton, no matter what the price 
was, 

Soon after 1:30 the officers of the cot- 
ton exchange posted the following an- 
nouncement from W. F. Fagan, the New 
Orleans partner of Daniel J. Sully & 
oo. : 

“We regret to have to announce the 
failure of our firm." 

Brokers Fight Hard. 

This added to the tumult, and brokers 
fought the harder to dispose of their 
cotton. Many supposed that the fren- 
zied brokers on either side of them were 
deeply involved in the failure, and that 
added to the anxiety to get rid of long 


cotton. It was not until the brokers 
found their books well clear of ing cot- 
ton that they paused and allowed the 
tumult to subsfde. At 1:45 the panicky 
feeling had ceased to some extent and 
brokers were abte to extricate thom- 
selves from the ring and find out just 
what the situation was. They found 
prices $9 and $10 a bale lower than yes- 
terday’s close, May being [81 points 
jown at 13.30 and July 197 points down 
at 13.50. 

From the time that brokers were able 
to leave the ring and look around a quiet 
tone prevailed and prices steadied. When 
it was found that no local firm was 
embarrassed by the failure, prices 
showed a wonderful recovery, consid- 
ering the shock the market had re- 
ceived At the close the tone was call- 
ed steady and May showed a recovery 
of 13 points, while July had recovered 
29 points.. On the curb the recovery 
was even more marked. May regained 
31 points more at 13.74, and July re- 
gained 29 points at 14.08. 

For severa] hours after the close of 
the market the cotton exchange was 
filled with excited cotton men. After 
everything was known, a more optimis- 
tie tone prevailed. Constant communica- 
tion was had with Liverpoo] and New 
York, and both cables and telegrams 
were encouraging. Hoo@, Fernie & Co., 
of Liverpool], a well known firm, cabled 
to Cc. P. Elts & Co. that eo far as 
could be learwed Sully had no engage- 
ments In the Einglish market. This was 
taken as an extremely favorable develop- 


ment. 


So far as could be learned, and the 


matter was freely discussed, there is no 
New Orleans firm that will be seriouely 
affected by the failure. It was at first 
estimated that Sully’s interests In the 
local market amounted to about 10,- 
600 bales, but late In the day this was 
sald to be too high and that the interest 
would probaly not exceed 7,000 bales. 
This was considered trifling. 
Fagan Would Not Talk. 

W. R. Fagan, the local partner of the 
firm, would not discuss the suspension 
in any way. He declined to state how 
great an interest the firm had in the 
local market. 

Some time after the close of the curb. 
Secretary Hester, of the cotton exchange, 
made the following announcement: 

“T7nder resolution of the board of dl- 
rectors of the cotton exchange, adopted 
this day, the failure of Daniel J. Sully 
& Co. having been posted within one 
hour of today’s closing, settlements un- 
der the rules must be made on tha 
average of tomorrow's (Saturday's) quo- 
tations.” 

This was regarded as another favyora- 
ble turn fn the situation, and the opinion 
was freely expressed that prices would 
show strong recoveries tomorrow, and 
that Sully would be able to pay dollar 
for dollar on his obligations. 

Tocal traders say that an Injustice 
has been done them in the reports ema- 
nating from New York, to the effect 
that certain interests had been unloading 
on Sully. It is now firmly belleved 
that no great long interest existed that 
did unload on Sully, and that local longs 
were not bound under any sort of an 
agreement to support Sully, or the long 
side. On the other hand, {ft Is now gen- 
erally believed that the heavy selling 
that has been seen lately in the market, 

e source of which puzzled nearly every 
one, came from Sully himself, who was 
trying to rid himself qf his load of cot- 
ton without disaster.

Tt was estimated that something like 
three-quarters of a million bales of cotton 
were traded in during the twenty min- 
utes of the panic that followed the an- 
nouncement, and that of this upwards of 
half a million bales represented ‘‘forced 
Uquidation,”” or the selling out of men 
whose’ margins have been nearly or quite 
wiped out. 

As the market slumped 250 points dur- 
ing this period the loss falling on this 
element amounted something 
million dollars. 

One Upshoot. 

The market steadied after about twen- 
ty minutes and then there was a sud- 
den upward shoot of about an even hun- 
dred points. This sharp upward rise 
was brought about by the buying of 
brokers and who sny that 
the market slumped too far and 
would react, it did. A part of 
the excitement on the floor of the ex- 
change was caused by the scramble of 
brokers who wanted just such bargains 
and had to fight to get in the ring to 
get them. The buying rush was almost 
as exciting and just as noisy, if not 
more so, the panic. 

The announcement of Sully’s suspen- 
out on the tickers every- 
where within a few minutes after it 
wus made, and there was somewhat 
of a flurry on the floor of the New 
York stock exchange after the news 
reached there.

Upon the announcement of the failure 
the representatives of the newspaper hur- 
ried to see Mr. Sully for the purpose of 
getting some statement. 

Mr. Sully, however, shut himself in his 
private office and would not be seen. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock Sully went into 
conference with counsel and later Edwin 
Hadley, Jr., of Providence, R. I1., one of 
the members of the firm, sent out @ 
message by his secretary, which read: 

“No statement of any kind or descrip- 


tion, Mr. Sully directs me to say, will be 
Pos- 


Saturday morning.” 
Will Pay in Full. 

Mr. Hadley later was quoted as stating 
that the firm would pay its debts in full, 
and the suspension was due to the im- 
possibility of meeting demands for large 
gums of money due the Sully firm from 
European sources, sums that the quick 
slump in the market made payable too 
quickly for them to be able to meet. 

Mr. Sully left his office at 4 o'clock. 


Intrinsic Value of Cotton Unchanged. 

A private wire to Cothran & Co, from 
New York says: 

“The consensus of opinion among mem- 
bers seems to be the market will right 
itself after the break of today. Cotton is 
worth as much intrinsically now as last 
week and prominent spot houses have 
bought largely after the failure on that 
theory. John H. McFadden supported 
the market in the last hour’s bid and 
taking perhaps 25,000 bales of May and 
July, this remark after the close was, 
‘We shall see much better prices than be- 
fore. 
All sorts of explanations were made 
for the suspension. One of the r2asons 
given was that the New Orleans bull 
party had sold cotton while Sully was 
bulling it in the confidence that they 
were supporting him. Another was that 
Sully’s following in the market had sold 
their long cotton without advising with 
him. From two well informed sources 
came a denial that there was any treach- 
ery from New Orleans. A cotton opera- 
tor with New Orleans connections said 
that the bull party there was stiil bull- 
ish on cotton, 

Another account that came from one 
of the six or seven best known cotton 
operators in this country, was that the 
hear party had made a deliberate and 
wel] planned attack to overwhelm Sully 
and had succeeded. 

The Plan of Bears. 

The bears, according to this authority, 
had figured out the weakness of Sully’s 
position due to {mmense holdings of spot 
and contract cotton and to his opera- 
tions on tha Liverpool market, and plan- 
ned an attack on the market that it 
would carry it down just far enough to 
make it» impossible for Sully to meet 
his margin calls, knowing that his fail- 
ure would send the market so much 
lower that they could cover at figures 
te recoup them. 

No definite idea of Sully’s commitments 
in the cotton market could be got from 
the other houses in the cotton market. 
One estimate was that he was “long”’ 
300,000 bales of May cotton alone. A 
good authority stated that he did not 
believe that Sully was “‘long’’ of more 
than that in the whole market, and a 
conservative estimate made in another 
source was 400,000 bales. 

The losses by Sully’s failure in case 
he can not settle, it was stated today. 
was divided up among nearly alj the 
brokers on the exchange. 

One estimate was that Sully'’s. ow- 
ings after a settlement under the rules 
of the exchange would not exceel a half 
million dollars. What Sully has _ per- 
gonally lost, or what his backers have 
lost in market operations, is not in- 
cluded in this figure. 

What Sully will owe will be found 
by deducting the average quotations of 
cotton today from: the figure to which 
his accounts were margined down to 
the Jast cyll. This will be determined to- 
morrow, of course. 

There were no other announcements 
of failures and leading men in the cot- 
ton market declared that there need be 
no fear of trouble. 


Collapse of Boom. 
_In stock exchange circles the failure 
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of Sully wag at firet ‘taken as a sure 
sign of the collapse of the cotton boom. 
later there was some apprehension lest 
the failure might bring down a string of 
banking institutions in the south. 

Mr. Sully’s suspension was announced 
on the stock exchange but not until 
shortly before the close of the market 
It was announced on the coffee exchange 
also. The cotton bulls recently went 
into that market and caused an activ- 
ity there that corresponded to the ac- 
tivity in cotton. The coffee market slump- 
ed and rose with the cotton market 
last month, but it was significant that 
the announcement of Sully’s suspension 
caused only a slight break in coffee. 
Daniel J. Sully became a facto: in the 
cotton market in January of 1903, when 
he took up the bull movement. He es- 
tablished a cotton house of his own last 
year under the name of Daniel J. Sully 
& Co., but when his operations in cotton 
became so successful, the cotton market 
having been pushed up about !7 cents 
a pound early this year, he widened the 
scope-of his firm’s business, bought a 
seat on the New York stock echange, 
went into the coffee exchange, got a 
membership on the Chicago board of 
trade, and, it was said, made connections 
with other prominent exchanges through- 
out the country. 

The members of the firm were Daniel 
J. Sully, Colonel B. F. Morse, of Hous- 
ton, Tex.; Walter 8S, Crandall and Edwin 
Hadley, Jr. Recently William R. Fagan, 
manager of the firm's New Orleans of- 
fice, was taken into the firm. 


JORDAN MADE TIMBLY DEAL 


Disposed of Cotton at 15 1-2, When 
One Day’s Further Delay Would

$10 Per Bale.

House Committee Tums Dantz- 
ler Down, 


Report Says Negro Was Not Elected 
but Does Not Declare Lever 
Elected — Says Supreme 
Court Should Decide Con- 
stitutional Questions, 


Washington, March 1!8.—In making its 
report today in favor of Mr. Lever, in 
the Dantzler-Lever contest from _ the 
seventh South Carolina district, house 
committee on elections No. | takes the 
ground that the investigation snows that 
Dantzler, a colored man, was not elected. 

At the same time the committee refuses 
to say that Lever was elected, and the r€- 
port leaves him in the position as if no 
contest had been made. The committee 
draws the conclusion that if it advanced 
a ruling on the disfranchisement of the 
colored vote and declared Lever not 
elected on that ground, the decision 
would be a precedent for unseating near- 
ly every member in the house from sever- 
al southern state which it names, 

The basis of Dantzler’s claim was that 
the constitution of South Carolina adopt- 
ed in 1895 was contrary to the recon- 
Struction act of June 25, 1868, readmitt- 
ing South Carolina and Other States to 
representation in congress, which con- 
tained no provision as to educational 
end: property qualifications as fixed in 
the present state constitution and laws 
passed uyder it. He averred that if 
certain citizens of his district had been 
allowed to vote under the provisions of 
the act of 1868 he would have been 
elected. . 

The report of the committee passes 
over this claim by declaring it to he 
plain that Dantzler was not elected, but 
it goes on to say that if the house should 
declare that there was no valid election 
then there could be no one chosen to 
fill the vacancy thus created until the 
constitution and election laws of the 
State should be changed. If ‘the house 
should declare the seat vacant, and thus 
set a precedent the report goes on to say 
that as practically the same ‘‘funda- 
mental conditions’ existed in Virginia, 
North Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Misissippi, Louisiana, Texas and 
Arkansas, the house would be obliged to 
unseat almost all the members from ° 
those states unti] their constitution 
should be changed, so as to comply with 
the reconstruction act., 

Continuing, the report says: 

“However desirable it may be for a 
legislative body to retain control of the 
decision as to the election and qualifica- 
tion of its members, it is quite certain 
that a legislative’ body is not the ideal 
body to pass judicially upon the con- 
stitutionality of the enactments of other 
bodies. We haye Wi Us country a proper 
iorum for rne detcIsion of constituuional) 
and other judicial questions, If any citi- 
zen of South Carolina, who Was entitled 
to. vote under the constitution of that 
state of 1868, is now deprived by the pro- 
visions of the present constitution from 
voing, he has the right to tender him- 
Self for registration and for voting, and 
in case his right is denied, to bring suit 
in a proper court for the purp@se of en- 
forcing his right or recover damage for 
its denial. That suit can be carried by 
him, if uecessary, to the supreme court 
of the United States. If the supreme 
court of the United States shall de- 
clare in such case ‘‘that the fundamen- 
tal conditions” in the reconstruction acts 
were valid and constitutional and the

df Bicycles Are Done Away with Po- 
. lice Service in Suburbs Will Be 
Seriously Crippled — How 
Board Stands on Pro- 
posed Change. 


There Ts @Pdut to be a revolution tn 
the police department, as a radical move 
is on foot which may mean a serious im- 
pairment to the tervice which the limited 
Bumber of policemen is nowing giving 
the city. 

The movement has as its object the 
M@bolishing of the bicycle squad. Two 
members of the board have declared 
themselves as against bicycle policemen 
end they belong to the” faction, which, 
{it is said, now has control of the de- 
@®artment. 

Those who are posted on police affairs 
express themselves as utterly astounded 
how any one for a moment could serious 
ly consider the doing away with a body 
of officers who have for the past five 
years given the city a most efficient ser- 
vice, for it has been estimated that one 
policeman on a wheel could cover twice 
the territory usually assigned to one man 
on foot. The department has been de- 
nied the appointment of additional police- 
men for many years and it is well known 
that only through the service of bicycle 
men has the deficiency been made uD. 

Yet the abolishment of the bicycle men 
is seriously considered and the police 
board will meet Monday afternoon at 3 
o'clock for the purpose of considering 
the advisability of such a radical change. 

That the people who live in the suburbs 
and who are given police service by the 
bicycle men may rise up in arms at such 
@ revolution in police affairs is not an 
unlooked for result of any attempt to 
make such a change. There are sectiong 
of the city which were never policed at 
all until officers were placed on bicy- 
cles. 

Only Two Reasons Given. 

There are only two reasons given why 
the bicycles in the police department 
Should be done away with. One is that 
riding on wheels {njures the men’s health; 
and the other is that there are streets 
on which the men cannot ride wheels. 
In answer to this it is said that only a 
few of the wheelmen have had to give 
up their bicycles and these were al- 
ready in poor health, and in sections 
of the city where the streets are bad 
the men can ride on the sidewalks at 
night. 

In the face of these two objections 
étands the magnificent record the bicycle 
policemen have made. They made last 
year over two thousand cases and the 
fines from these cases amounted to 
817,292.70. 

Every night the bicycle men tn the 
suburbs are ordered to go to certain 
places where an officer is needed on bus- 
iness, which is not in the line of the 
call men, and the Officers have to rida 
very often over a mjl> to the place where 
they are wanted. The question is, what 
could a man on foot do under such cir- 
cumstances? 

If the bicycle squad should be abol- 
ished it will be absolutely necessary to 
put on more call men and this will take 
more men from the streets. This 
depletion and the crippling of the service 
Dy substituting foot men for bicycle men 
would almost cause a paralysis of the

NOW LOCATED IN ATLANTA 
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TLANTA for many years has been 

widely known @ a city of homes, 

and included a.uong these a great 
variety of homes, from humbie little 
cottages to the most luxurious of modern 
palaces. But there is standing in the rear 
of Stewart's livery stable tonight the 
oddest and most unique little home to 
be found anywhere in the country, liter- 
ally a home on wheels. 

This remarkable little’: home, as was 
announced in The Constitution vester- 
day, rolied in to Atlanta after making 
the entire trip from New York city, and 
after a few days’ stay w.]] return to 


throngh Tennessee. 

A reporter was invited to look in this 
queer little home of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
W. Harrison that had come rolling down 
through the valleys of Virginia andthe 
hills of northern Georgia. The most strik- 
ing feature, from an arch,tectural point 
of view ,is the simplicity and economy 
in space. Mr. Harrison, who is 67 years 
o:d, was himself the architect, and there 
isn’t a wasted inch of space in the entire 
bu.lding. In this respect it takes after 
the general plan of a New York flat, 
some of those diminutive affairs to be 
found in the crowded portions of the 
East Side. 

In many ways it resembles the kind of 
wagon used by sheep herders fn the far 
west for the moving of camps, except

On 
either side of the @ntrance is a narrow 
compartment, one of which serves the 
purpose of a closet and the other that 
of a pantry. 

From.the description, this new home 
that has just moved in to Atlanta may 
seem the least bit crowded, and :n a way 
it is, but the two people who lve there, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harrison, have been to- 
gether a great many years, and they do 
not seem to mind this the least little 
bit. In faet, they will tell you that they 
like it, and when they teil you this they 
wiil smile in a way that leaves no posss- 
ble room for argument. 

There is a third member of t@e party, 
a very patient and reliable if not a 
speedy horse. And there is such a per- 
fect understanding between the three 
that the old horse seems to be a regular 
member of the family. 

Inside the home, pictures of loving 
ch.ldren, bits of decorative work and 
other mural decorations mark the touch 
of a woman's hand. And it is in this lit- 
tle home that Mr. and Mrs.. Harrison 
have spent the last six months of their 
lives, and each will tell you that they 
have been the happiest of their fves. 
When overtaken by a storm :n the moun- 
tains, all they had to do was to let down 
the front partition, pull up the steps in 
the back and they were perfectly secure 
in a littie castle of their own making. 
When the sun shone, the partitions were 
thrown open and the whole: home was 
flooded with sunlight.

VIEWS OF TAFT 
ON PANAMA CANAL 


War Secretary Tells House 
Committee How To Expend 
the Money. 


Washington, March 18.—Secretary Taft 
was heard by the house committee on 
{interstate and foreign commerce today 
on the subject of instructing the Panama 
canal. The secretary favored the pend- 
ing Lovering bili for the government of 
the canal zone. This bill, he said, was 
drawn by Admiral Walker, and contained 
as many legislative provisions as were 
necessary at the present time. 

Secretary Taft was questioned by mem- 
bers of the committee regarding his views

has been winding up its affairs ever since 
the institution went to the wall, and has 
about succeeded in paying in. full the 
depositors and general creditors.

The complaining stockholders, in instl- 
tuting suit against the receiver and offi- 
cers of the bank, allege gross misman- 
agement and the commission of ‘‘negli- 
gent, careless, unauthorized and illegal 
acts,’’ the reult of which was the wast- 
ing of the bank’s moneys and the destruc- 
tion of its capital and surplus. The offi- 
cers and directors named as defendants 
are 7. M. Carter, W. W. Pace, T. N. 
Woolfolk, M. Weslosky, T. M. Ticknor, 
John Mock, S. G. Turner, H. N. Parker 
and R. E. Carter, the latter of Muscogee 
county. 

It is charged that in direct violation 
of sections 1,914, 214, 1,919, 210 and 
others of the code large sums of money 
were loaned to the officers and directors 
of the bank and to their families; that 
thousands of dollars were loaned withott 
proper security; that at the time of the 
failure of the bank the money owed to 
the institution by fts officers exceeded 
the Sum total of deposits subject to 
check by more than $7,000, and was 
equivalent to more than 60 per cent of 
the capita] stock.

Washington, March 1!18.—(Special.)—The 
long-continued fight against the confirm- 
ation of Genera] Wood as major general 
ended rather unexpectedly today. It 


i haa been expected there would be no

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vote until next Week; but both sides 
having been fully heard and there being 
no disposition to further delay action, 
@ vote was reached this afternoon. 

As has been clearly foreshadowed in 
these dispatches, the result was Gener- 
al Wood’s confirmation. That this was 
to be the final outcome of the fight 
was made certain by the favorable re- 
port of the committee, reached after care- 
ful consideration of the testimony of 
the witnesses summoned by those who 
have opposed General Wood's confirma- 
tion. 

An impartia] analysis of this testimony 
showed that while there were some 
things it might have been best for Gen- 
eral Wood to be here to meet in per- 
eon, and that while, perhaps, he was 


hurt somewhat In the popular estimation 


by the action of his friends in holding 
the investigation behind closed doors, 
there was not enough positive evidence 
against him to stand in the way of con- 
firmation with the strong influences that 
were being exerted in his behalf. 

The whole influence of the administra- 
tion was back of him, and while individ- 
ual republican senators have said they 
would not have voted for confirmation 
had they not previously pledged them- 
selves to do so, there has never been 
any rea] doubt of the result. The vote 
was 45 to 16. Senator Clay was paired 
with Senator Lodge, the Georgian being 
against confirmation. Senator Bacon 
voted against confirmation. 

The late Senator Hanna was recog- 
nized as the leader of the forces oOp- 
posed to General Wood, and had it not 
teen for his death before the disposition 
of the case, it is conceded that the vote 
would have been much closer. [ft has 
not been believed at any time since 
the contest opened, however, that the 
fight against confirmation would have 
been successful. Only two republicans 
remained in the minority. They were

Wash.ngton, March 1|18.—(Special.)—Tr 
subcommittee to which was entrusted the 
task of investigating whether there are 
sufficient grounds to warrant impeach- 
ment proceedings against Judge Char‘es 
Swayne, of the United States branch 
in Florida, made its report today, and 
that report is against Judge “wayne.

If the full committee decides that {m- 
peachment proceedings are necessary, It 
w:ll so report to the house, and a reso- 
lution of impeachment will ba passed and 
sent to the senate, where the case will 
be tried. If Judge Swayne ig put upoen 
trial !n this manner, his wil] be ths 
first impeachment since the famous trial] 
of President Andrew Johnson. Judge 
Swayne appeared before the subcommit’® 
tee in his own behalf a few days ago, 
and did not do his case any good, He 
seemed to rely on an effort to make it 
appear that the proceedings against him 
were of political character, and that they 
would bring the republicans to his de- 
fense. The fact that if he !3 adjudged 
guilty of the charges, however, as an 
estoppal in some degree against this ef- 
fort to give his case a political turn. 

It will be recalled that The Constitu- 
tion was the first newspaper in the coun- 
try to present the full story of these 
charges against Judge Swayne. At the 
time there was intimation of an intention 
to bring the matter to the attention of 
the Florida legislature at Tallahassee a 
staff representative of The Constitution 
went there, and both sides of the case 
were presented fully. This expose had 
much to do with bringing the matter to 
a head. 

Shortly after the convening of con- 
gress, Judge Lamar, of Florida, present- 
ed to the house the resolutions adopted 
by the Florida legislature, and thus set 
on foot the formal impeachment pro- 
ceedings.

| New Orleans. 
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As to Local Legislation. 

The Telfair Enterprise in calling at- 
tention to questions that ought to be 
given serious consideration by the 
people in their election of menfbers 
of the general assembly, says: 

One, and perhaps the strongest, !s the 
great expense that would be’ saved the 
state in money, which could be used to 
great. advantage in public improvements 
of all kinds. 

Another ig the doing away with the 
necessity Of multiplying the number of 
local and general laws, whose principal 
use is to take up space in the statute 
books. ‘We say ‘“‘necegsity,’’ because the 
majority of our legislators think it nec- 
essary to introduce some bills in order to 
let their constituents know they have 
me something. 

A good idea would be for our people 
to feel the pulse of the candidates for 
the legislature this year and see how 
they beat on this question. Once every 
two years is often enough, goodness 
knows, 

As stated by The Enterprise, only 
five states in the union now have an- 
nual sessions of the legislature. It is 
probable that in another year or two 
the legislatures of only three states 
will meet annually. 

In reference to the multiple of local 
laws claiming the attention of the 
Georgia general assembly every year, 
The Enterprise is correct in the state- 
ment that the principle use of most 
of these laws “is to take up space in 
the statute books.” 

Up to a few years ago the annual 
publication of Georgia laws was made 
in'a book about one inch thick. The 
enactments of tne last two sessions of 
the general assembly have been pub- 
lished in book form, each in a volume 
almost as large as the criminal code of 
Georgia. The book is getting larger 
ever year, and where about five hun- 
dred pages were required a few years 
ago, some two thousand pages are 
now needed to keep tie annual record 
of the laws enacted by the legislature. 

This increase is attributable almost 
entirely to the vast number of local 
measures enacted by each general as- 
sembly—matters which, could as easily 
be covered by a general law. 

Up to about ten years ago all rail- 
road charters were granted by the 
legislature, and the result’ was that 
the published acts each year contained 
a hundred or more pages devoted to 
charters of companies building imagi- 
nary lines, and whose application had 
to be considered three days in each 
house of the general assembly and 
which, when granted, became an un- 
necessary encumbrance upon the pub- 
lished statutes. - Finally the system 
was changed and a general law was 
enacted, under which the secretary of 
state was authorized tO grant such 
charters, under certain well defined 
limitations. The change worked ad- 
mirably. 

This is a matter to which the ap- 
proaching session of the legislature 
should give attention. The state would 
be saved many dollars now thrown 
away if a general law were enacted 
dealing with the incorporation of mu- 
nicipalities, school districts and with 
such other general questions as now 
consume so much of the time of the 
legislature in the shape of local bills 
about comparatively trivial matters. 

We hope the state press will take 
this matter up actively and The Con- 
stitution will be glad to join in the 
effort to bring about sensible legisla- 
tion on this important subject. 


The Wesleyan College Meeting.

The South’s Commercial Inning. 

The differential rate war now being 
waged on grain shipments by the 
eastern trunk lines would seem to be 
the skirmish preliminary to a general 
freight war which will terminate with 
the gulf and Atlantic railway termini 
of the southern states in possession of 
their own in the way of logical busi- 
ness. So long as this section had no 
trunk lines from the great west to 
its ports it was to be expected that 
New York would enjoy a shipping 
monopoly by reason of its transcon- 
tinental railroad connections. All this 
is changed now and it is apparent 
enough that the nation’s o’ergreedy 
metropolis and her railroad backers 
are making a losing fight against 
manifest destiny. 

The wheat export figures for Febru- 
ary are significant of the new order of 
things which means so much for south- 
ern commercial supremacy. New 
York and al] the other Atlantic ports 
exported but 12,000 bushels of wheat 
during the month, as against 1,188,000 
bushels exported by Galveston and 
This is as it should be 
in all logic of distance and geography. 
The new, enterprising roads reaching 
from the wheat belt of the west to the 
guif are not to be handicapped in their 
traffic possibilities by tariffs long 
‘since antiquated and one-sided in fa- 
vor of the long haul to the Atlantic 
seaboard. It is interesting to learn 
that the independent movement for a 
southern grain outlet has resulted in 


| the Frisco making a 12-cent rate from 


Kansas City to the gulf. The estab- 
lished tariff to the Atlantic seaboard 
from that city is 29 cents. 

Naturally Chicago, as well as New 
York, is alarmed, for the gulf- 
ward tendency of grain shipments, 
of course, means the diversion of traf- 
fic southward instead of northward 
at Kansas City. The Chicago board 
of trade is endeavoring to effect the 
cooperation of New York in a proposi- 
tion to limit the differentia] conceded 
to gulf ports to 3 cents per 100 pounds. 

The benefits accruing to southern 
cities from the new movement of grain 
to gulf ports will be made clear to 
our readers by the following state- 
ment of a prominent Chicago grain 
merchant who is opposing the move- 
ment in the interest of his business 
and city: 

Till recently grain has been carried all 
rail from the Missouri river to gulf ports 
at from 7 cents to 10 cents per hundred- 
weight less than to north Atlantic ports. 
The effect of this unjust discrimination 
is not confined to the grain trade; it fur- 
nishes a large supply of cars at the termi- 
nal of the cheaper route that are loaded 
at favorable rates by jobbers and manu- 
facturers with general merchandise and 
Shipped to western markets to the Se- 
rious detriment of the eastern manu- 
facturer and jobber. 

Thus, it will be seen, the southern 
manufacturer and wholesaler are given 
an advantage in the western markets 
that they will be quick to make the 
most of, resulting in the extension of 
their trade territory to the boundless 
west, where the eastern competitor 
will have no advantage over them—f, 
indeed, he is not at a decided disad- 
vantage. 

The balance of commercial power is 
shifting slowly but surely to the south- 
ward. The south may be hampered 
for a few years longer by discrimina- 
tive tariffs devised to benefit Chicago 
and New York, but the transcontinen- 
tal railroads will be shorn of their 
Samsonian locks after the Panama 
canal is constructed, whén the me- 
tropolises of the nation will be built 
on the southeastern and southern 
coasts.

Russian Hysteria; Amerisan Senti- 
ment. 

To most Americans the really sur- 
prising development of the present lit- 
tle misunderstanding between Russia 
and Japan has been, not the revela- 
tions concerning Japanese strength 
and preparedness, but the insight it 
has afforded into the mercurial char- 
acter of the Russians. We had all of 
us come to look upon the brawny Rus- 
sian with his populistic beard as a 
stolid creature who would be the last 
man on earth to give himself over to 
hysteria; but if the press dispatches 
from St. Petersburg, Moscow and oth- 
er parts of the big empire correctly 
reflect the prevailing conditions, the 
Russ is a highly excitable citizen once 
he is aroused. 


In that form of superstitious hyste-;~ 


ria which manifests itself in demon- 
strations over amulets and ikons and 
other symbols supposed to possess 
mysterious victory-bearing properties, 
we can have only passing interest. 
But we do have interest in the various 
and apparently rapidly varying mani- 
festatfons of feeling toward the United 
Stat 

e Russians seem uable to do any- 
thing except by going to extremes. 
Just now there is a wave of pro-Ameri- 
can feeling at St. Petersburg which 
contrasts strangely with the phobia of 
yesterday, and has no more substan- 
tial basis. For weeks’ the Novoe 
Vremya and other papers which re- 
flect the feelings in official circles 
were filled with bitter denunciation of 
the United States government which 
had no warrant. Every act looking to 
absolute néutrality was construed as 
a blow aimed at Russia. Secretary of 
State Hay was singled out for dia- 
tribes of criticism, and was pictured 
by Russian officialdom as an altogeth- 
er dangerous person bent on disturbing 
tre peace of the world. These in- 
spired organs seemed determined to 
build up anti-American feeling 
throughout the R@ssian empire, and 
from all appearances their efforts met 
with marked success. 

The United States all this time had 
not only professed but practiced the 
most complete neutrality in all its re- 
lations with the two belligerents; but 
it suited the Russian plans to miscon- 
strue the American official attitude, 
and particularly to criticise Mr. Hay. 

Then came the president’s some- 
what mysterious proclamation, insist- 
ing that officials of the government 


must be cafeful lest in their unofficial } 


utterances they wound the sgensibil- 
ities of one or the other belligerents. 
Whether the Russian officials took 
this as a warning aimed at Mr. Hay, 
it is impossible for one unable to fol- 
low the Russian mind to say; but the 
results were as if they did put such 
construction upon it, for it was hailed 
at St. Petersburg with paeans of joy. 
Everybody immediately began singing 
the praises of President Roosevelt and 
the United States, the. pendulum 
swinging as far in the direction of re- 
joicing as it had been just previously 
swinging toward criticism. 

Of course we who are on the ground 
understand that there is no more rea- 
son for rejoicing of this kind than there 
was for the bitter criticism which pre- 
ceded it. Theré has been no change 
in the attitude either of the govern- 
ment or of the American people. The 
attitude of the government has at all 
times been absolutely correct in its 
complete neutrality. The great ma- 
jurity of the American people hope for 
the success of the Japanese, and the 
reasons are plain. 

Conceding that some of this feeling 
is due to the admiration felt for the 
little Japs as a nation and for the mar- 
velous strides they have made toward 
free government and occidental civili- 


zation, the real reason for American | 


sympathy for the Japanese lies deeper. 
The fight the Japanese are making 
is against Russian absorption of 
China. It is a fight for the open door, 
and in this sense it is as much in the 
interest of the United States, of Great 
Britain and of the other neutral na- 
tions as of Japan herself. It is a fight 
of open honesty against deceit and cu- 
pidity and corruption. It is a contest 
to prevent the Muscovite control of 
Asia, which is the greatest menace to 
commercial progress and real civiliza- 
tion which faces the world today. 
Russia has lied, lied, lied at every 
stage of her march of aggression in 
Asia. Her oft-repeated promise to 
leave Manchuria has been as often 
broken. Japan, in solemn treaties, 
gives assurance to Korea and to China 
that she will take no territory if victo- 
rious; Russia has always denied that 
she has designs for the permanent oc- 
cupation of either, but has slowly but 
surely been tightening her grasp. 
Now, when her hand has been called 


and there is no reason for further dis- 


sembling, Russia, through her great 
war hero, throws off the mast. “Korea 
shall be Russian,” declares General 
Kuropatkin, on his way to the front. 

To absorb Manchuria, then Korea, 
and then China—this has been the 
Russian dream. The greatest menace 
in this programme points toward Ja- 
pan, but it is hardly less a menace to 
the rest of the civilized world. The 
people of America understand this 
fully. They have substantial reason 
for sympathizing with Japan, and 
they do.

COUNTIES MUST

The Rich- 
ards Machine Company intends purchas- 
ing a site for a factory on Rallroad ave- 
mue and desires a sidetrack from the 
main line of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad. 

While the petition was being read Coun- 
ty Surveyor Roberts was talking with 
Councilman Harwell and the latter conse- 
quently did not hear the petition. He 
leaned forward to Councilman Carter and 
requested to be informed of the nature 
ef the petition. Councilman Carter was 
complying with the reguest of Council- 
man Harwell when Mr. White, who had 
been speaking, said: 

“T am addressing the committee. If 
you do not want to hear me [I will not 
speak.”’ 

It was evident that the remark was 
not at all pleasing to Councilman Carter. 

“I was answering a question put to me 
by my brother councilman,” he _ said 
quickly, waving his hand toward Coun- 
cilman Harwell, “which I consider I 
have a right to do without being dis- 
courteous to you.’’

BLAIR’S. CHECK 
RETURNED TO HIN 


Fulton's Committee Declines To 
Receive the Entrance Fee, 


It Is Held That According to Action 
of Executive Committee Mr. 
Blalock, of Clayton, Is the 
Senatorial Candidate. 
Unique Situation. 


Pursuant to the recent action of the 
Fuiton county executive committee in 
declaring in favor of Clayton county fur- 
hishing the next state senator from the 
thirty-fifth senatorial district, the sub- 
committee of the executive committee 
yesterday declined to accept a check for 
$50 that had been sent as an entrance 
fee by D. W. Blair, of Cobb county, who 
is candidate for senator. 

The sending, of the check means that 
Mr. Blair intends to continue in the race, 
despite the executive committee, and also 
that there will be at least two candi- 


dates for state senator from this district 
| before the voters at the general election 
{n October. 


Under the mandate of the 
exécutive committee Mr. Blair will be 
barred from participation in the primary, 
but there appears to be no doubt but that 
he will continue his campaign and allow 
the issue to be definitely decided at the 
general election. 

The rejection of Mr. Blair's proposed 
entrance fee lends additional interest to 
the political situation. Clayton county’s 
candidate is A. C. Blalock, formerly sen- 
ator from that county, and the contest 
between Mesers. Blalock and Blair prom- 
ises to prove one of the liveliest features 
of the present campaign. The time limit 
for the payment by candidates of the 
entrance fee expires tonight at 6 o’clock 
and up to last night Mr. Blalock had not 


naid his fee of $50. 
Check Is Returned. 

Mr. Blair’s check was received Thurs- 
day afternoon by Secretary W. J. Camp- 
bell, of the subcommittee, and Mr. Camp- 
bell at once took up the matter with 
Dr. A. H. Van Dyke, chairman ‘of the 


subcommittee. 

Dr. Van Dyke advised that under the 
action of the executive committee, the 
entrance fee could not be accepted, and 
accordingly Secretary Campbell yesterday 
morning addressed a letter to Mr. Blair, 
stating the circumstances and inclosing 
the check. 

The senatorial matter provoked a lively 
contest in the executive committee and 
Clayton county won out over Cobb coun- 
ty by only one vote. At the time this 
action was taken, Mr. Blair was already 
in the field for the senatorship. It is 
held by certain members of the com- 
mittee that it is now Cobb county’s time 
to name the senator and it is also claimed 
that the right of the executive committee 
to say which county shall name the 
senator is very much in question. Others 
hold that the executive committee ob- 
tains its authority from precedent, that 
a former committee took similar action. 

Tt is claimed that an agreement was 
reached in the senatorial convention of 
1898, whereby Fulton county was_ to 
name the senator twice in succession and 
that Cobb county was to choose the sen- 
ator twice, while Clayton county was to 
select a senator only once in a certain 
time. Tender this agreement Cobb county 
should name the senator this year, {t 's 
claimed. but the executive committee de- 
in favor of Clayton county.

JIM CROW LAW IN MARYLAND. 


Bill Has Been Approved by Gov- 
ernor Warfield. 

Baltimore, March 18.—Governor War- 
field has approved the two so-called 
“Jim Crow” bills relating to railroad and 
steamboat travel in the state, and ‘the 
act wl go into effect. The railroad bili 
requires companies to provide separate 
coaches for negro passengers except on 
special traing and trains with Pullman 
coaches attached. I1t excludes from its 
operations employees of railroads, nurses 
and officers in charge of prisoners. The 
provisions do not include electric or street 
cars. The other measure provides for 
separate compartments for white and ne- 
gro passengers, but there must be no dis- 
crimination in the equality of accommo- 
dation.

NO ONE CARED TO BUY

New York, March 18.—Tele- 
graphic reports to us this evening. 
from the south denote that the 
weather has continued favorable 
during the week. While rain has 
fallen in most sections, the pre- 
cipitation, as a rule, has been light.

Satisfactory progress !s 
being made with farm work.

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New York, March |8.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened weak at an advance of 5 
points on April, but generally unchanged 
to 17 points jower on further bear pres- 
6ure and liquidation In epite of better 
cables than expected and smaller esti- 
mates for the day’s receipts. The con- 
tinued pressure against the market in 
the face of rather more bullish develop- 
ments suggested a determined effort to 
undermine the concentrated bull interest” 
believed to exist in May contracts and 
the idea became more general that a 
powerful bear interest was in the market. 
Commission houses who had been advis- 
ing purchases on the decline became 
more cautious, and while during the fore- 
noon there were frequent sharp rallies 
prices gradually went down and down. 
Towards 2 o’clock, when margin prices 
are made up, May was selling around 
14.80." This represented a decline since 
the high point of only a few days agv 
of about 185 points or nearly $9.25 a 
bale. This evidently was more than the 
‘pull interest could finance, and just be- 
fore 2 o'clock the suspension or D. J.

something less than fifteen minutes, and 
naturally the holders got nervous. The 
selling was substantial and orders came 
from al] quarters.

Chicago, March 18.—Mysterious felling 
pressure on a large scale near the close 
of trading on the board of trade today 
was canly explained shortly before the 
final gong sounded, the announcement be- 
ing made that Sully, the cotton king, 
had Yalled.. Sully suddenly acquired 
membership on the board of trade a few 
weeks ago. Considerable liquidation in 
the Jate trading today was said to be 
for his acount. The slump in wheat 
was 2%c for May and 2%@%c for July. 
Corn is down i%c, Oats down %@%c. 
Provisions 15 to 37\c. 

The wheat market was already in the 
hands of the beara before any tremor of 
the Sully failure was felt. Immediately 
after the opening there had been a little 
firmness due to comparatively steady cu- 
bles and to reports of dust storms In 
Kansas. Private advices also etated that 
few places in western Kansas had re- 
ceived any moisture of consequence. 
Initial quotations on May were un- 
changed to %c higher at 94%@986%c. July 
was %@iUc higher to % lower at 89\%@ 
89%c. Acting under the impression thar 
the drouth in the southwest was not 
yet broken many of yesterday's sellers 
began to buy wheat back. From 8$8%c 
July rose to 89%c, with only small of- 
ferings on the market. Later the selling 
became more pronounced and _ prices 
Started downward. The declining tendency 
was accentuated by weakness at Kansas 
City and by a rumor that the strike on 
the Argentine railways had been set- 
tled. The early buyers turned sellers and 
many prominent longs took profits. There 
Was also considerable selling for the 
short account. The early bull influence 
seemed to have wholly disappee-ed. It 
was at this juncture that a prominent 
commission house began executing sgell- 
ing oreers for large quantities of wheat. 
Vague rumors quickly connected the 
name of Sully, the cotton king, with this 
heavy selling. Definite announcement of 
Sully’s failure was not forthcoming, how- 
ever, until some little time later. The 
trading was exceedingly brisk the last 
few minutes and on each sale at a lower 
point with May at 92%c¢ and July at 87c. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were equal 
to 113,100 bushels. Primary receipts were 
495,100, bushels against 400,400 bushers a 
year ago, Exports of wheat and flour for 
the week, according to Bradstreet's, were 
equal to 2,600,600 bushels. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 
349 cars, compared with 340 last week 
and 273 a year ago. 

Considerable strength was manifésted 
in the corn pit early {fn the day and 
prices showed a fair advance.

OUT LIBERALLY 


Sharp Break To Below Thursday's Fi- 
nal Figures Fellewed. 


Denied That Sully Was Short in 
Stocks, but Tone Continued Fe- 
verish and Irregular to 
Close, Which Was Near 
the Lowest.

New York, March !8.—There was ¢« 
rather pronounced tapering off of the 
buying movement in stocks today and 
the market proved unable to withstand 
the weight of the realizing sales, aggra- 
vated by the Sully failure. The reduction 
of the short interest accomplished by 
yesterday’s active buying left the mar- 
ket more vulnerable. But yesterday’s 
buying had raised hopes of further buy- 
ing and the market this morning showed 
an increased demand. The commission 
houses sent out letters last night which 
were framed in a more bullish tone than 
any similar output for many weeks past. 
The result was a period of strength dur- 
ing the early part of the day. Another 
Sustaining factor has been the persist- 
ence with which professional traders 
have fought the advance by short sales 
of stocks. The necessity of covering 
these shorts as the advance continued 


‘|has served to extend the rise materially. 


The day’s early advance had been some- 
thing more than Jost, and the market 
had steadied when the news of the Sully 
Suspension on the cotton exchange de- 
cided the downward tendency. There was 
a liberal spilling out of stocks and a 
Sharp break in prices to a point below 
last night, for a few of the leading active 
stocks. But vigorous supporting orders 
were forthcoming at the decline and the 
market rallied. There was nothing to 
show any large pressure of liquidation 
of stocks as a direct result of the cotton 
failure. Mr. Sully’s recent admission to 
the stock exchange membership and a 
supposition that he was affiliated with a 
party in the stock market speculation 
of considerable fnfluence and import- 
ance were the grounds for the senti- 
mental influence exerted on the stock 
market by the failure. The speculative 
attitude of Wall street as a whole to- 
wards the bull movement in cotton has 
been rather adverse, and Wall street 
speculators are supposed to have lost 
large sums by persisting on the short 
side of the cotton market. 

It has been the current supposition that 
the cotton leader was interested in the 
Short side of the stock market. The 
week’s movement in that market, com- 
bined with the collapse in cotton in that 
Case, would have caused a process of 
Wwhipsawing, or of losses both ways, 
which would be trying to the heaviest 
reources. The assertions that the opera- 
tor was short in the stock market met 
with some denials, but the nervous tone 
in stocks caused by the failure continued 
to the close, which was feverish and ir- 
regular and not far from the lowest. Re- 
newed selling of foreign account while 
the foreign exchanges were in session 
Was a factor in the reactionary tone. The 
forecast of a favorable bank statement 
came after the Sully failure was an- 
nounced, and was without influence. A 
fall in sterling exchange to par and a 
sharp advance here as well as a marking 
up of the prices of gold in London were 
taken as increasing the likelihood of an 
early outgo of gold to Paris.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, March !18.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.’s weekly review of trade tomorrow 


will say: 

“Improvement in trade and Industry 
continues, favorable reports largely out- 
numbering adverse influences. The most 
important event of the week was the two- 
thirds vote by bituminous coal miners to 
accept the proposed reduction in wages. 
This will probably prevent a serious 
struggle that would paralyze manufac- 
turing just when it is beginning to re- 
vive. Complications thave arisen in the 
local building trades that retard struc- 
tural work, but a settlement Is anticipat- 
ed, and the open weather is stimulating 
outdoor work at other points. Retail dis- 
tribution of Easter goods steadily ex- 
pands. Traffic delays are still causing 
complaint, and the movement of exhibits 
to the St. Louis exposition provides a 
temporary feature of importance. Railway 
earnings thus far available for March 
show a decrease of only .8 per cent as 
compared with last yvear’s figures. 

“Another week has brought no check 
to the progress in the iron and steel in- 
dustry. Improvement does not come sud- 
denly, nor is there any inclination to ad- 
vance prices by bounds as in the boom 
four years ago. This conservatism will 
pring beneficial results {f continued. Al] 
divisions of the pig iron market are more 
active and the level of prices tends 
gradually upward. The leading interest 
is closing its options by taking the iron, 
and will probably accept the May de- 
livery when the option expires next 
month. While no material increase Is re-

ported in sales of steel for railroad or 
structural purposes, the tone of the mar- 
ket is better. Pipe is one. of the strongest 
features of the industry. The fuel sSitua- 
tion is attracting attention, coke ship- 
pers being unable to secure Cars. 

“Increased strength and activity is 
noted in the hide market. Leather is also 
in better demand, the largest individual 
transaction ever recorded in union sole 
having occurred at private terms. Shoe 
shops are receiving few orders, yet there 
is confidence regarding the future, 

“Dullness is the chief characteristic of 
the primary market for dry goods and in 
some cases prices are shaded, although 
the general] position of textile is un- 
changed. Cotton mills are siow to accept 
insisting on higher 
prices than are Offered in most cases. 
No further reduction in output is record- 
ed, but more idle machinery is expected 
shortly,. both north and south. 


Bradstreet;s Review. 

New York, March 18.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The backwardness of 
generally attributed to almost inter- 
ruptedly bad weather, tinges reports 
from distributive centers, but several de- 
velopments of the week have been nota- 
bly favorable. Chief among these might 
be mentioned the arrival of much needed 
moisture in the critically situated south- 
western wheat, but the continued im- 
provement in the iron and steel trade and 
the decision of the bituminous coal 
miners not to strike against proposed re- 
ductions of wages. Liquidation in the 
cereal markets and in cotton, accom- 
panied by sharp price breaks, is also 
generally construed as allowing of im- 
provement of actual consumptive de- 
mand, The railway situation shows a 
gain, Southern reports continue good, 
though the spring trade in wholesale 
lines is beginning to slacken and retail 
trade has not as yet begun to expand. 

“The improvement noted in fron and 
steel has progressed still further. The 
large buying by leading interests some 
weeks ago has induced freer purchasing 
by smaller interests. Agriculture imple- 
ment manufacturers are doing the best 
business In years. The railroads are re- 
ported still backward in taking supplies, 
but late reports point to some leading 
systems coming into the market for steel 
rails. Western car works are reported 
actively employed and shops, supplies 
and tools are reported to be in more 
active request. Rather more unrest is 
noted in the general industrial situation, 
but thé only actual outbreaks are those 
of the building laborers at New York 
and of lithographers. 

‘These strikes, if continued, 
pected to injure the general 
situation in New York and 
trade throughout the country. 

“Demand for woolen goods from man- 
ufacturers’ agents is reported disap- 
pointing, and. wool sells more freely, 
though concessions in prices are limited 
by the smal] available stocks. 

“The situation in the shoe trade {s 
rather irregular. Leather is firm to 
strong in price at all markets and large 
sales of hides have been made at the 
west. Weather conditions are unfavor- 
able to the lumber trade at leading cast- 
ern markets, but prices are firm. 

“Wheat, including flour, exports for the 
17, aggregate 2.606.- 
124 bushel, against 1,834,632 bushels last 
week and 2,395,598 this week last year. 
From July |, 1903, to date, they ag- 
gregate 112,913,859 bushels, against 
168.438,530 last season. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
1,573,289 bushels, against 2,026,810 last 
week and 3,072,068 a year ago. From 
July 1, 1903, to date, they agggrecate 
43,557,451 bushels against 60,822,268 
last season. 

“Business fafllures in the Thnited States 
for the week ending with March I7 num- 
ber 103, against 200 last week and 194 
in the like week in 1903. In Canada faj}- 
ures for the week number 17, as against 
27 last week and 14 in this week a year 
ago.
